Ex-health 
boss gives 
a warning 
over clinic 

CLOSING a walk-in health 
centre could be a ‘major 
mistake’ unless GPs are 
guaranteed to pick up the 
slack, the shadow health sec¬ 
retary has said during a visit 
to Dudley. 

Andy Burnham visited 
under-threat Holly Hall 
Clinic, which health bosses 
are proposing to shut. 

Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group believes the 
£1.4 million contract with 
health care firm Primecare 
could be better used giving 
people longer and later 
access to their own GPs. 

Currently around 50,000 
people a year use the clinic, 
which is in Stourbridge 
Road. The clinic sees people 
without an appointment 
between 8am and 8pm in the 
week and up to 10pm at 
weekends. 

Mr Burnham, health sec¬ 
retary in the last Labour 
government, visited the 
clinic alongside Dudley 
North MP Ian Austin and 
Natasha Mill ward, Labour 
candidate for Dudley South. 

Mr Burnham said: “It’s 
obvious how valued this 
centre is. We’re seeing walk- 
in centres close all over the 
country. That’s a major 
mistake because accident 
and emergency departments 
are already under extra 
pressure. 

“My message is that they 
must tread very carefully if 
they are going to tinker with 
an established service.”

Ring and Ride 
facing crisis

West Midlands Special 
Needs Transport, which 
runs the door-to-door bus, 
could lose a chunk of its 
funding as transport author¬ 
ity Centro makes cuts. Resi¬ 
dents can have their say in 
Dudley on Saturday when 
Centro chairman Councillor 
John McNicholas and staff 
will be in Stone Street 
Square, from 9am to 3pm. 


HYPOCRISY JIBE 
ON BENEFIT CUTS 


LEADING councillors have been 
accused of ‘hypocritical politics’ by 
failing to follow the results of a con¬ 
sultation when hard-pressed families 
demanded proposals to cut council 
tax benefits be scrapped. 

But the Labour administration of Dudley Council 
hit back at their Conservative opponents for voting 
for even harsher cuts than initially tabled. 


Thousands of households 
in Dudley will pay up to an 
extra £85 a year in council 
tax under new reforms. 

Around 17,000 families 
would be affected by the 
changes which will hit those 
who get help to pay their 
council tax. 

Scrapped 

Tory Councillor Tim 
Wright, speaking at Monday 
night’s full council meeting, 
said: “Talk about disingenu¬ 
ous politics, or hypocritical 
politics - the party opposite 
said they would go out and 
consult, and consult and 
consult, which they have 
done. 

“Have they listened, no.” 

It comes after the govern¬ 
ment scrapped the national 
council tax benefit scheme 
in April, leaving local 
authorities to decide 
whether residents should 
get money off. 

Councils have been given 
a 10 per cent cut in funding 
for the new scheme. 

Councillors drew up pro¬ 
posals on whether to absorb 
council tax cuts, or reduce 
payouts by either 8.5 per 
cent or 20 per cent.

Around three quarters of 
people who responded to the 
consultation demanded 
payouts remained at the 
same level. 

But Dudley Council’s 
leadership is pursuing plans 
to implement a 8.5 per cent 
cut to benefits payouts - 
with pensioners, disabled 
and children, pensioners 
and lone parents with a child 
under five receiving some 
protection. 

This arrangement could 
be extended past 2015 but 
may also rise to 20 per cent. 

Opposition Conservative 
party leader, Councillor 
Patrick Harley, said the 
authority should have 
looked at a cut of 20 per cent 
immediately. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, 
cabinet member for finance, 
previously said the council 
had no option. “It is frustrat¬ 
ing and it is not something 
that we would want to do by 
choice but we have no option 
after the decision by the 
Government,” he said. 


Police launch drink-drive blitz 

MORE than 100 breath tests a day will be carried out in a 
bid to catch drink-drivers during the Christmas campaign. 

Up to three roadside operations will take place across the 
West Midlands each day as police target law-breakers 
putting others’ safety at risk. West Midlands Police has 
received the support of charity Crimestoppers, which is 
offering rewards of up to £200 for information leading to the 
arrest and prosecution of a driver under the influence of 
drink or drugs.

Crossing 
for road 
nearfatal 
accident 

A NEW pedestrian crossing 
near the spot where a man 
was killed after being hit by 
a car is to go ahead - despite 
the axe falling on proposals 
for a new bus station nearby. 

Dudley Council won cash 
for the £650,000 traffic 
light-controlled crossing on 
the dual carriageway in 
Pedmore Road, near the 
Merry Hill Centre, as part of 
bus service improvements. 

The family of 53-year-old 
taxman Chris Clarke, who 
died in April as he walked to 
work at the HM Revenue & 
Customs at The Waterfront, 
called for a crossing to be 
installed on the busy road 
after the tragedy. People 
living off Pedmore Road 
have also been campaigning. 

The crossing scheme - 
near the site of the former 
Robin Hood pub - was origi¬ 
nally due to link with a 
£3 million new bus station at 
Merry Hill, which has been 
shelved by transport bosses 
as being too expensive. 

But the council has 
revealed that the crossing 
will still be installed while a 
£450,000 scheme to intro¬ 
duce bus priority measures 
at the junction of The Boule¬ 
vard and Mill Street, Brier- 
ley Hill, will also happen. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for 
transportation, said: 

“Dudley Council will still be 
introducing a traffic light- 
controlled crossing on 
Pedmore Road.” 

Protest over 
care home 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
protect a care home due to be 
given away took to Dudley 
Council House steps to vent 
their anger on Monday. 

Dozens waved placards to 
condemn cutbacks ahead of 
a Dudley Council meeting. 

New Bradley Hall care 
home, in Kingswinford, will 
be released by the council. 
The council says it wants a 
‘not-for-profit’ organisation 
to take over and 13 groups 
have shown interest. Adult 
services boss Councillor 
Dave Branwood says the 
move ensures a future for 
the Compton Drive home.

the Break fast Show 
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Starving dog hardly had strength to stand 


STAFFORDSHIRE bull terrier-boxer cross Lou 
was skin and bones and barely had the strength 
to stand by the time RSPCA officials found her in 
a stinking kitchen - even though a bag of dog food 
was discovered in the front room. 

The man who should have been feeding the dog 
claimed she was just ‘a bit skinny’ even though the 
animal was up to a stone below ideal weight. The 
ordeal led to behaviour problems which meant the 
animal had to be put down by the RSPCA. 

Usmaan Hussain, aged 24, of Buffery Road, 
Dudley, admitted causing unnecessary suffering 


and failing to make sure the animal was provided 
with a suitable clean environment between April 
3 and May 1. Dudley magistrates adjourned sen¬ 
tencing until January 6 for reports. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, prosecuting, said the 
RSPCA gained access to an address in Spring 
Gardens, Dudley, on May 1, where they could see 
the dog was very thin. RSPCA Inspector Julie 
Lyons said the property ‘stank’. 

Mrs Sutton added: “A police officer who 
attended described the dog as barely able to stand 
and shaking uncontrollably. The floor was 


running in urine and the officer formed the 
impression the dog was eating her own faeces as 
she was so hungry.” 

Mrs Sutton said Lou was ‘emaciated’ but a bag 
of dog food was found in the front room of the prop¬ 
erty. Hussain told the RSPCA that the owner had 
asked him to look after her after moving out 
because a boiler had broken at the property. He said 
he ‘might have missed the odd day’ of feeding her. 

Mr Jahangeer Aslam, defending, said Hussain 
had called the friend, who sometimes also went in 
to feed Lou, to tell him that the dog was thin. 


Mother of victim urges 
judge not to jail driver 


“I STILL wait for Samantha to come to the 
door - but it doesn’t happen,” says heartbro¬ 
ken mother Deborah Jennings. 

“I look at her picture every night, I can’t believe she is not 
there. I feel like a part of me has died with her.” 


These are the heartbreak¬ 
ing words of a devastated 
mother consumed by grief 
since her beautiful daughter 
Samantha was tragically 
taken away in a car crash 
aged just 26. 

But, despite still mourn¬ 
ing for her precious girl, Mrs 
Jennings has bravely shown 
mercy to Samantha’s 
boyfriend, the man who 
caused her death. 

At Worcester Crown 
Court last week she asked 
judge Patrick Thomas QC 
not to give Thomas White- 
house an immediate jail 
term. 

Cannabis 

Whitehouse, aged 23, of 
Burns Close in Stourbridge, 
lost control of his Vauxhall 
car and crashed into a wall 
and then a tree on the A449 
in Cookley in December last 
year. 

Samantha, who was sat in 
the front passenger seat, 
was pronounced dead less 
than an hour after the crash 
at 1.15am. 

Whitehouse had smoked 
cannabis but it was unclear 
when or how much he had 
consumed and he has no rec¬ 
ollection of the crash. 

He fractured his pelvis 
and both legs, one of which 
had to be amputated as a 
result of the crash. 

While recovering in hospi¬ 
tal in January he was visited 
by footballer David 
Beckham and actor Ray 
Winstone. 

After pleading guilty to 
causing death by careless 
driving and possession of 
cannabis, Whitehouse was 
handed a four-month prison 
sentence, suspended for 12 
months, by Judge Patrick 
Thomas QC.

During the hearing, Mr 
Paul Whitfield, prosecuting, 
said Mrs Jennings did not 
want Whitehouse to receive 
an immediate prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Judge Thomas said: “She 
(Mrs Jennings) has 
expressed a view as to sen¬ 
tence and is entitled to 
express that view. 

“But she can’t take that 
burden from the judge 
whose task it is to make it.” 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, 
defending, said Mrs Jen¬ 
nings had remained in 
contact with Whitehouse’s 
family since her daughter’s 
death. At the hearing, she 
sat next to the defendant’s 
mother. 

Mr Garcha said: “They 
have comforted each other - 
it speaks volumes about her 
as a human being. 

“She has found it within 
herself to forgive White- 
house for what happened.” 

The court heard how 
Samantha, a care worker for 
adults with severe disabili¬ 
ties, had been in a relation¬ 
ship with Whitehouse. 

She was the mother of two 
sons, now aged 10 and nine, 
from a previous relation¬ 
ship. 

Mr Whitfield said: “They 
had a loving relationship 
and Samantha Jennings told 
her mother she was in love 
with Tom Whitehouse and 
he treated her better than 
any other man she had 
known.” 

But tragedy was to strike 
after Whitehouse had taken 
Samantha to the German 
market in Birmingham on 
December 8. On return, they 
socialised with friends in 



Stourbridgp before going for 
a drive with Whitehouse’s 
best friend Leander Mock. 

While driving back to 
Stourbridge on the A449, 
Whitehouse lost control on a 
right-hand bend, mounted a 
curb and rotated, hitting a 
sandstone wall and then a 
tree. 

Police estimate he was 
travelling at 76mph. Saman¬ 
tha was found 42ft from the 
car. 


Mr Mock was found wan¬ 
dering near the scene of the 
crash. He suffered minor 
injuries. None of the people 
in the car were wearing seat 
belts. 

Mr Whitfield described the 
effect of Samantha’s death 
on the family. He said: “At 
4am Deborah Jennings got 
the news of the tragedy, her 
expression was her life then 
fell apart. When the boys 
were woken up they knew 


something was wrong. They 
were sat down and told their 
mother had gone to heaven 
to be with grandad.” 

Mr Whitfield read parts of 
a victim impact statement 
made by Mrs Jennings. 

In it, she said: “I dream of 
what happened to Saman¬ 
tha, she is in my head every 
day, everything reminds me 
of her. 

“A mother should never 
have to bury her child.” 


Drug deal 
brothers 
in 70mph 
car chase 

A PAIR of drug-dealing 
brothers from Dudley who 
were caught after a police 
car chase ended in a crash 
have been jailed. 

Shairaz and Shahbaz 
Hussain were on the police 
wanted list, not for drugs 
offences but for the sus¬ 
pected kidnap of a 17-year- 
old girl, Stafford Crown 
Court heard. 

Officers on patrol in 
Dudley on April 5 spotted 
them in an Audi and 
pursued them at speeds of 
up to 70mph along roads 
with a 30mph speed limit. 

Deals 

The chase ended in 
Himley Road when the Audi 
clipped a Mercedes car 
driven by a woman in her 
70s. Shairaz, who was 
driving, lost control and the 
car left the road. 

Police searched the 
vehicle and found a cache of 
drugs on the passenger side 
- crack cocaine and heroin 
with a street value of 
between £300 and £400. 
Judge Amjad Nawaz said the 
drugs were packaged in 
‘street-sized deals, ready for 
sale’. 

Shairaz Hussain, 25, of 
Himley Road, Dudley was 
jailed for 63 months after 
admitting two charges of 
possessing drugs with intent 
to supply, aggravated vehicle 
taking and dangerous 
driving. He was banned 
from driving for two years. 

His brother, Shahbaz, 28, 
of the same address, who 
also admitted two drugs 
offences and was jailed for 
53 months. 

Both brothers admitted a 
charge of common assault on 
the teenager. 

The court heard they had 
bundled her into a car when 
she came to their home on 
January 17. The defendants 
initially faced a charge of 
kidnap but the judge 
recorded a verdict of not 
guilty on that count. 

Subway to 
open store 

SUBWAY is to open a second 
shop in Stourbridge - inside 
a revamped shopping 
complex, creating 15 jobs, 
bosses have said. 

The branch of the sand¬ 
wich chain will open in the 
Crown Centre in Stour¬ 
bridge on December 16. 

Bosses at the company say 
its other branch in the town, 
in Foster Street, will remain 
open.

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Bag bugs 
led to the 
homeofa 
postman 

A POSTMAN under suspi¬ 
cion of stealing mail was 
caught in a trap set up by 
security chiefs. 

Tracking devices were 
planted in two packages in 
Arron Williams’s postbag, 
which led Royal Mail offi¬ 
cials to his home in Brook 
Crescent, Wall Heath. 

When his home was 
searched, investigators 
found 13 greetings cards, 
three ‘birthday’ cheques 
totalling £40, a gift card and 
25 Euros. 

Williams, aged 22, admit¬ 
ted stealing 13 postal 
packets belonging to Royal 
Mail Group Ltd between 
April 21 and July 9. 

Sentencing 

Dudley magistrates sent 
him to Wolverhampton 
Crown Court for sentencing 
on January 9. 

Mr John Dove, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Williams joined 
Royal Mail in May 2010, 
working from Kingswinford 
delivery office but came 
under suspicion over non¬ 
delivery of items, so Royal 
Mail gave the go-ahead for 
surveillance on him. 

Two packets, each includ¬ 
ing a tracking device, were 
put into his bag. On his way 
back to the office, the 
devices showed the packages 
were now at Williams’ home. 

Mr Dove added: “He was 
targeting greetings cards, 
which tended to be larger, 
more colourful and distinc¬ 
tive - and postmen know 
they are likely to contain 
money or items of value.” 

Williams, who resigned 
from Royal Mail in July, told 
the investigators he had 
become upset when his dog 
had to be put down. He 
bought some cannabis and 
then owed money, which was 
why he stole. 

Man, 24, in court 
after gun found 

A MAN has appeared in 
court charged with firearm 
and drugs offences following 
a raid on a house in Dudley. 

Officers searched an 
address on Corser Street on 
November 28 finding drugs 
and a loaded 9mm pistol, a 
silencer, ammunition, 
mobile phones and cash, 
Wolverhampton Magis¬ 
trates’ Court heard on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Stefan Rattray, 24, of 
Attington Drive, Eve Hill, 
faces nine charges. 

He was remanded in 
custody to appear at the 
court again on March 3. 



Family tributes to GP who died after crash H 


Dr Liz Pope - ‘terrible loss’ 


THE family of a GP who died hours after declin¬ 
ing hospital treatment when her car overturned 
in a crash has paid tribute to a ‘much loved’ wife, 
daughter, sister, aunt and friend. 

Dr Elizabeth Pope, 38, died just hours after the 
accident near Halfpenny Green on November 27. 
Her car, an Alfa Romeo Giulietta, overturned but 
she chose to go home rather than hospital after 
being assessed at the scene by emergency serv¬ 
ices. She had appeared ‘relatively uninjured’ but 
died at her home in Claverley within two hours. 

Despite being diagnosed with a hole in the 
heart six years ago and later with thyroid cancer, 
which saw the removal of her thyroid gland, she 
played hockey, went horse riding and was a keen 
gardener with her husband Trevor. 

She volunteered for the London 2012 
Olympics, where she was appointed to the 
Olympic Village GP group, helping many athletes 


and others. Her family said her death had ‘left the 
world a much darker place’. 

They said: “We are so very grateful we have 
been able to share in the life of this lovely, happy 
and energetic person who lit up our world, who 
loved us and whom we love. 

Enthusiastic 

“As we acknowledge with her death a light has 
gone out in our world, we also know for Liz the 
true light is still shining and the darkness has not 
extinguished it. May Liz rest in peace and rise in 
glory.” 

Stoke-born Dr Pope was described as an enthu¬ 
siastic sportswoman and a devoted Christian. She 
studied medicine at Leicester University and 
after graduating married Trevor Pope, from 
Bridgnorth, and lived in Tasley. 

Her career took her to Shrewsbury Royal Infir¬ 


mary before moving to Somerset where she 
worked as a GP 

She moved back to Shropshire seven years ago 
and became a GP partner in the Three Villages 
Medical Practice for Amblecote and Wollaston. 

A statement for Three Villages practice said: 
“Her commitment and enthusiasm for the prac¬ 
tice, patients and her wider professional interests 
was infectious. She will be very sadly missed by her 
colleagues, patients and her many friends. Our 
thoughts are with her family at this painful time as 
we all try to come to terms with her untimely loss. ” 

Dr David Hegarty, chairman of Dudley Clinical 
Commissioning Group, added: “Our CCG and the 
GP community has suffered a terrible loss. Liz 
not only showed tremendous commitment to her 
own patients and practice, she gave the same 
commitment to improving the quality of care for 
everyone in Dudley.” 


Hospital is forced to 
recruit from overseas 


BLACK Country hospitals - including 
Dudley’s Russells Hall - have resorted to 
recruiting nurses from overseas because of a 
shortage in the UK. 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust is turning to 
Europe in its latest search for qualified nurses. 

Meanwhile, New Cross Hospital in Wolverhampton, is 
recruiting from India, the Philippines and China. 

A recent recruitment 


drive to take on 18 new 
nurses at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital led to just one appoint¬ 
ment. 

Europe 

Paula Clark, chief execu¬ 
tive of the trust, said: “Due 
to a national nursing short¬ 
age, the Dudley Group, like 
many other trusts, has been 
forced to look overseas to 
recruit qualified band 5 
nurses with acute hospital 
experience. 

“We plan to actively 
recruit from Europe in the 
New Year. 

“We recently advertised 
18 additional nursing posts 
but were only able to appoint 
one nurse who had the nec¬ 
essary qualifications and 
experience.” 

The recent recruitment 
push attracted 79 applicants

but only 17 were shortlisted 
as suitable for an interview. 

Many were then found not 
to have the experience 
needed of working in acute 
healthcare. 

Although only one was 
taken on towards the 18 new 
staff needed, another five 
were appointed into existing 
vacant surgical posts. 

New Cross Hospital aims 
to take on 170 staff over the 
next year as part of a £3.6 
million recruitment drive. 

But bosses say they will 
have to recruit foreign staff 
because of a shortage of 
qualified nurses in the UK. 

Denise Harnin, director of 
human resources at New 
Cross, admitted taking on 
nurses from overseas could 
bring added complications. 


Popular Black Country 
journalist dies, aged 61 

A RESPECTED journalist who spent more than three 
decades covering the area where he grew up has died sud¬ 
denly at the age of 61. Dave Lawley was also a former chair¬ 
man of governors at Tividale Junior and Infants School. 

The grandfather-of-one, known for his sense of humour, 
began his career on the Warley News Telephone, followed 
by a spell on The Evening Mail before joining the Express & 
Star’s Cradley Heath office in 1977. He spent 30 years at the 
E&S becoming deputy chief reporter at Sandwell. He went 
on to be a press officer for Sandwell Council.

AN INVESTIGATION has been 
launched after scaffolding crashed on 
to a pavement and busy main road 
when it was struck by a bus. 

A section of Dudley High Street was 
closed off for more than three hours on 
Friday after metal poles and wood were 
sent plummeting. 

A man in his 40s suffered minor 
facial and knee injuries and was taken 
to Russells Hall Hospital after the 
double decker bus hit the scaffolding.

End of an era as Earl of Dudley dies, aged 93 


THE 4th Earl of Dudley, who has died at the 
age of 93, was part of one of the West 
Midland’s most prosperous families. 

Renowned for his good manners and courtesy, 
he served during the Second World War and in 
peacetime was a successful businessman as well 
as being a skilled amateur actor and poet. 

Born on January 5, 1920, William Humble 
David Ward - known as Billy - was the latest in 
a family line key to the industrialisation of the 
Black Country. The Ward family had once lived in 
Dudley Castle and owned valuable coal assets 
including Baggeridge Colliery. 

During the 17th century the Ward family 
inherited the title Lords of Dudley and, following 
damage to Dudley Castle during the Civil War, 
Himley Hall became the principal family home. 

The Earl, who died on November 16, was 
brought up at Himley when the family then 
owned 30,000 acres in Staffordshire and Worces¬ 
tershire. He was son of William Ward, 3rd Earl of 
Dudley, a descendant of Humble Ward, raised to 
the peerage as Baron Ward in the 17th century. 

His great-grandfather, the 11th Lord Ward, 
became Viscount Ednam and Earl of Dudley in 


1860. A statue of the 11th Lord Ward stands at 
Castle Street in Dudley, a symbol of the family’s 
importance in the area. 

The Earl’s mother Lady Rosemary Millicent 
Sutherland-Leveson-Gower, only daughter of the 4th 
Duke of Sutherland, died in an air disaster in 1930. 

King 

During his early life at Himley, the estate 
hosted members of the Royal family. There was a 
close friendship between his father and the Duke 
of Windsor, formally King Edward VIII. The King 
spent his last weekend at Himley before his abdi¬ 
cation in 1936. The Duke became young William 
Ward’s godfather and Himley Hall also enter¬ 
tained the Duke and Duchess of Kent on their 
honeymoon in 1934. 

He won a scholarship to Eton and, aged 16, 
when known as Lord Ednam, an exhibition to 
Christ Church, Oxford. A highly promising aca¬ 
demic career was derailed when he contracted 
meningitis. His time at university was then inter¬ 
rupted by the Second World War. He saw action 
and was commissioned lieutenant in the 10th 
Royal Hussars (Prince of Wales’ Own), his 


father’s old regiment. During 1942 and 1943 he 
was aide-de-camp to the Viceroy of India. He was 
wounded in September 1944 serving in Italy. 

After the war, Lord Ednam joined the board of 
Round Oak Steelworks, iwhich had originally 
been founded as the Earl of Dudley’s Round Oak 
Works in 1897. 

He became the 4th Earl of Dudley following the 
death of his father in 1969. 

He was chairman of British Federal Welder and 
Machine, which had a plant in Birmingham New 
Road, Dudley. The Earl was also deputy chairman 
of Baggeridge Brick Company which was a sub¬ 
sidiary set up alongside the colliery. 

He had also sat in the House of Lords as a Con¬ 
servative until 1999. 

He was first married to Stella Carcano, daugh¬ 
ter of the Argentine Ambassador in London, and 
they had twin daughters and a son, Viscount 
Ednam, who succeeds as the 5th Earl of Dudley. 
They divorced in 1961. Later that year he 
married film star, Maureen Swanson. They had a 
son and five daughters. Until her death in 2011, 
the couple continued to entertain their wide 
circle of friends at their home in Kensington.

No closure but hours 


may be cut at centres 


CHILDREN’S centres in Dudley will not now be 
closed after council chiefs made a dramatic U-turn 
in the wake of fierce opposition. 

Council leader David Sparks said that no centres in the borough 
would shut in the ‘foreseeable future’. But he warned opening hours 
and staffing levels could still be reduced as part of the on-going con¬ 
sultation. 

The council was considering 
closing seven of the borough’s 
20 children’s centres to save 
£2.3 million. But the move 
sparked a wave of protests from 
parents of youngsters who use 
the centres, saying they are a 
vital service. Councillor Sparks 
said it had been clear from the 
consultation that there was 
strong opposition to closure. 

Funding 

“It’s quite clear that there is 
no support for the closure of 
children’s centres, in fact there 
is quite the opposite. 

“Christmas is coming up and I 
don’t want young mothers wor¬ 
rying about what they are going 
to do with their children next 
year. We are not going to close 
children’s centres and we are 
going to have a look at how we 
might be able to build on their 
role in the community. ” 

Councillor Sparks said the 
funding gap would be covered by 
‘organisational savings’ across 
the council such as staff restruc¬ 
turing and he could not rule out 
job losses. The council needs to 
make almost £60m of cuts over 
the next three years. He said 
that due to the council’s worsen¬ 
ing financial position, the way 
children’s centres are run would 
need to be reviewed. 

Conservative leader Council¬ 
lor Patrick Harley said: “We

have said all along that if they 
got the children’s services 
budget under control they 
wouldn’t need to shut the 
centres.” 

MPs have also welcomed the 
U-turn. Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris, who 
joined a campaign to save the 
Tenterfields centre in Hale¬ 
sowen, said: “I am delighted 
that David Sparks has done the 
right thing, listened to the over¬ 
whelming opposition to the clo¬ 
sures and accepted that the 
council’s proposals were a terri¬ 
ble idea. Nobody should pretend 
that there are any easy answers, 
because budgets are tight, but 
scrapping the vital services pro¬ 
vided by children’s centres was 
not the right way forward.” 

Stourbridge MP Margot 
James tweeted: “Good to hear 
Dudley Council have withdrawn 
disastrous proposals to close 
seven out of 20 children’s 
centres, including three in 
Stourbridge.” Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin said: “I want to make 
sure that the ones that were 
deemed to be satellites like 
Sedgley and Priory will not only 
have their services maintained 
but will be strengthened.” 

Chris Kelly, MP for Dudley 
South, said the closures ‘should 
never have been proposed in the 
first place.’

PLANS for a new bus station at Merry Hill 
shopping centre have been scrapped but a 
bus interchange at Cradley Heath will be 
given a £1.9 million revamp instead. 

The interchange, next to Cradley Heath’s 
railway station, will get the overhaul as part 
of a wider £10m scheme to improve bus 
transport in the area. 

But a planned £3m bus station at Merry 
Hill has been shelved as it would have been 
too expensive to build, say transport bosses. 

Under the approved funding programme 
headed by the region’s transport authority 
Centro, there will be fl.lmillion in highway 
improvements on The Boulevard, including 


a new link road between the centre and the 
A4306, and Pedmore Road. 

Ward councillor Rachel Harris said: “It is 
an awful shame. It offered a really good 
opportunity to bring more people into the 
town centre on public transport. 

Congestion 

“It would have helped ease congestion 
problems in the area. We need good bus 
services in the this area as it is highly reliant 
on buses. Deciding not to go ahead with the 
bus station feels very short-sighted.” 

She added: “It is a signal that the car is 
more important than anything else.” 


Council leader David Sparks said: “It is 
disappointing the bus station will not be 
going ahead at this time. However, it is great 
news for local residents that there will be a 
pedestrian crossing across the Pedmore 
Road to Merry Hill.” 

As part of the plans for the Merry Hill bus 
station, a new building would have been 
built and the number of serving buses 
increased by a quarter 

Centro will now meet Sandwell Council, 
bus operators and architects to work out the 
detail of what commuters at Cradley Heath 
will see from that work, expected to start in 
the spring and finish around next Christmas. 


Mark Langford, Centro media officer, 
said: “When we first won the funding the 
dream scenario was to do this at Merry Hill, 
but the more we looked into it the more we 
realised it wasn’t going to be feasible with 
the available funding. So we looked into 
what else we could do and identified that the 
bus interchange was a good fall back for us 
to pursue and develop.” 

Other benefits expected in the £10m 
scheme include £3.3m on new buses, £lm of 
shelter and information improvements on 
eight key routes into Brierley Hill, and 
£700,000 towards the Black Country Swift 
smart card scheme in Dudley.

Rescuer Rudy bows out 
from an amazing career 



LISA WRIGHT talks to fire¬ 
fighter Rudy Parkes who 
has retired after a long 
career helping out commu¬ 
nities at home and abroad 

FROM digging a child out from 
the rubble of her collapsed 
nursery in earthquake-hit Haiti, 
to fighting one of the West Mid¬ 
lands’ biggest fires earlier this 
year, Rudy Parkes has had a 
remarkable career. 

As a member of West Midlands 
Fire Service he has tackled countless 
house fires, car crashes and was even 
on shift on the night of the 1985 
Handsworth riots and the Chinese 
lantern blaze in Smethwick this 
year. 

But now after three decades of service 
Rudy has retired. 

Investigate 

During his career the veteran fire¬ 
fighter, who ended his service as watch 
commander at Cradley Heath, and is 
married to Clare, 40, and father to 10- 
year-old William, has not only saved 
lives in the Midlands, but also spent 
more than 20 years visiting some of the 
poorest parts of the world to help build 
schools and community facilities. 

He has led more than 50 trips to 
Romania and six to Tanzania. 

This was alongside his firefighter 
duties and his role in the International 
Search and Rescue squad which has 
included working in earthquake-hit 
Japan and Haiti. 

And it was in Haiti in 2010 that he was 
part of a team that carried out his most 
memorable rescue. 

“We were actually searching a super¬ 
market, there were about 40 of us res¬ 
cuers and it was around lunchtime. 


“A young lad came running up to me 
and grabbed hold of my arm,” said 
Rudy, who now lives in Wollaston, 
Stourbridge. 

“Me and [fellow rescuer] Dean 
Harris said we would go and investi¬ 
gate. We walked down the road, about 


500 yards, and there was a school that 
had collapsed. As soon as I got onto the 
rubble I could hear a little girl crying 
‘Mummy’.” 

That little girl was two-year-old Mia, 
and fellow West Midlands colleagues, 
as well as those from Wales and Man¬ 


chester, rushed to help. Mia had been 
trapped under a concrete slab beneath 
the rubble for three days and three 
nights, and crews used their bare hands 
to free the toddler. 

Rudy added: “As she came out, her 
little face was dirty. She went straight to 
her mother. 

“It was quite tense at the time 
because what you do is you focus. 

“You have got a job to do and you have 
to stay focused and each person in that 
team was part of that rescue, it was 
probably the best one I’ve been involved 
in.” 

Rudy’s fundraising efforts have 
ranged from flying to Ecuador in Febru¬ 
ary 2009 to raise money for the Bobby 
Moore Fund cancer charity - of which 
Rudy is project manager - with Express 
& Star columnist Carl Chinn and his col¬ 
league Andy Grosvenor, to a 120-mile 
canoe trip down the River Severn to 
raise money for an orphanage in Tanza¬ 
nia. 

Remote 

He has also helped to construct a 
physiotherapy unit at the Salvation 
Army’s Matumi orphanage in Dar Es 
Salaam. 

Other exploits have included helping 
to build an extension to a school in Alto 
Par also, a remote village in Brazil, in 
2010. 

In March the next year, he also joined 
the ISAR squad helping to find the sur¬ 
vivors of the earthquake in Japan. 

The 53-year-old received an MBE 
from the Prince of Wales at Buckingham 
Palace in May 2012 for his charity work 
at home and abroad. 

As his career drew to a close Rudy was 
also one of the 200 firefighters who 
attended the huge fire at Jayplas recy¬ 
cling plant in Smethwick in July, 
sparked by a Chinese lantern that 
floated onto the site. 

He said: “I’ve loved every minute, I’ve 
got no regrets and I’ve loved going to 
work every day and every night.”

HS2 distracts from rail scandal 


IN A supposed age of austerity, £50bn is 
easily and quickly found for duplicating 
long distance, inter-city lines that work 
so well already 

The real capacity issue is in the seven 
hours of rush hour from Monday to 
Friday, made worse by our two class 
trains that have spare capacity in first 
class. 

Rush hour congestion can be relieved 
by re-opening the 38 miles of existing 
unused and underused urban rail lines. 
These 38 miles are the Camp Hill line, 
the Dudley line and the Sutton line. 
The Camp Hill line would make a big 
profit if a chord was built (a curved 


section of line) to bring it into Moor 
Street Station instead of congested 
New Street. 

The unused Dudley line has Merry 
Hill shopping centre, the Waterfront, 
Black Country Living Museum and 
Dudley Castle on or near it. This is 
financially viable, if properly promoted 
for these attractions and as a commuter 
route. Even if it makes a loss, a new 
regime of profitable lines subsidising 
the ecologically and socially responsible 
lines, must be brought in. 

Walsall has many lines radiating 
from its centre. Walsall to Dudley and 
Stourbridge Junction remains largely 


unused but is available for freight 
trains. This important 13.5 miles 
double track rail line has remained a 
wasted asset for over 40 years as road 
traffic congestion has worsened along¬ 
side it or, in its vicinity. 

Fifty billions for the unnecessary, 
extravagant, flash, High Prestige 2 rail 
line but not a fraction of that cost for a 
southern or Black Country extension of 
the Walsall to Rugeley commuter line 
and, possible inter-city line. This is 
truly scandalous.

Terry achieves his goal to recall 
memories of forgotten fields 


THOUSANDS play out their fan¬ 
tasies of scoring the winning goal 
in the cup final or bowling out the 
Aussies to win the Ashes. 

And while the windswept fields and 
grounds where they dare to dream may 
be more modest than Wembley or Lords 
cricket ground, they still hold a special 
place in the hearts of those players. 

Many works teams had their own ground 
while amateur clubs often had half a dozen 
sides playing matches at humble sporting 
arenas. As industry dwindled in the Black 
Country, many of those beloved grounds 
were sold off to become supermarkets, 
housing estates and shops. 

Now one former player has revisited his 
old haunts to revive forgotten fields. 

Terry Church, aged 71, has compiled a 
new book to rediscover many old pitches and 
grounds. 

While many grounds were little more 
than park pitches, others were neat little 
stadiums. Mr Church, who lives in Wall 
Heath, was a keen sportsman who played on

grounds across the Black Country for more 
than 20 years. 

“It has been a labour of love for me. I 
played for one or two of the clubs over the 
years. You would go to work on a Saturday 
morning then go out to play football or 
cricket in the afternoon. It was a big part of 
working life.” 

Mr Church believes more than 100 foot¬ 
ball and cricket grounds have disappeared in 
the south of the Black Country alone. One of 
his fondest memories is the old Dudley 
Sports Centre and County Ground, where 
the Castlegate Business Park now stands off 
Birmingham Road and Tipton Road. 

It was once home to Dudley Town Football 
Club and Dudley Cricket Club, and Worces¬ 
tershire County Cricket Club would also 
play at least one championship or one-day 
match a season on the cricket ground. 

But after part of the land collapsed in 1985 
due to the underground mines the site was 
condemned and eventually redeveloped. 
Other notable football grounds inclu-ded the 
Round Oak Steelworks ground, known as 


The Earls, off John Street and Pensnett 
Road, in Brierley Hill. It hosted many Birm¬ 
ingham Works League games through the 
60s and 70s before the famous old steelworks 
closed in the 1980s. The ground had been 
used by Dudley Town but it was eventually 
sold off to be redeveloped as the David Lloyd 
Leisure Centre. 

Nearby Brierley Hill Alliance had played 
at the Cottage Street ground but this was 
sold to Asda. Oldswinford FC had played on 
pitches at South Road, Norton, and had been 
a successful side. 

Some grounds remain as they were but 
stand neglected. Spring Meadow Cricket 
Club, founded in 1929, had been based in 
Spring Meadow itself before moving to 
Saltwells Road, Dudley Wood, and then 
finally to Garratts Lane, Old Hill. The club 
folded in 2006.

More views sought on future 
of medical care after closure 


MORE than 1,000 people have 
responded to consultation on plans 
to close a walk-in centre, said health 
bosses as they announced extra 
events for patients to have their say. 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) 
is shutting the centre at Holly Hall Clinic, in 
Stourbridge Road, Dudley. It has a £1.4 million 
contract with health care firm Primecare to run 
the clinic but bosses say this cash may be better 
spent allowing people to see their own GPs. 

An extension to opening hours of practices 
where out-of-hours services would be available is 
being considered. A new ‘urgent care’ centre, 
based at Russells Hall Hospital, is also proposed. 


More than 1,000 people have already given 
their views in person or by completing a written 
or online survey. 

Extra drop-in sessions on the evenings of 
December 12 and 17 have been organised. They 
will take place at Stourbridge Town Hall between 
6.30pm and 8pm and at Dudley College’s Broad¬ 
way campus from 6.30pm to 8pm respectively. 

Events will also take place between 12pm and 
2pm on December 12 at Dudley Council Plus in 
Castle Street, Dudley. The consultation, which 
began last month, closes at 5pm on Christmas 
Eve. 

Paul Maubach, chief accountable officer for 
Dudley CCG, said: “We are pleased with how the 
public meetings have gone so far. 

“Responses received have been extremely 


useful and will all be taken into account in the 
decision making process, it’s good to see that res¬ 
idents are showing an interest and looking to get 
involved. I would like to urge residents who have 
not already submitted their views to take part in 
the consultation process, and to also come along 
to one of the remaining drop-in sessions. 

“We are trying to respond to what local people 
have told us they want from their health care 
system - and the more views we hear the better. ” 

The second phase of the consultation exercise 
will involve Healthwatch Dudley, which repre¬ 
sents the views of patients in the borough. It will 
carry out an independent patient survey of 
people attending the accident and emergency 
department at Russells Hall Hospital and at the 
walk-in centre. 


Jobs go as 
movie rental 
shop shuts 

THE Blockbuster store in 
Stourbridge is to close with 
the loss of five jobs after 
administrators for the movie 
rental chain failed to find a 
buyer for the business. 

The Stourbridge branch, 
in Bridgnorth Road is 
among 30 stores that will be 
closed, with the total loss of 
182 jobs. 

It follows the closure of 72 
stores earlier this month, 
including one in West 
Bromwich, and the loss of 
452 jobs after the adminis¬ 
trators Moorfields Corpo¬ 
rate Recovery were called in. 

Moorfields said that no 
‘acceptable’ offers had been 
received for the business.

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Secret of tunnels is 
discovered as huge 
drug farm unearthed 


A MASSIVE underground 
cannabis farm has been 
unearthed at historic Drakelow 
Tunnels - 885 plants were seized 
with a potential to create drugs 
with a street value of £750,000. 

Around 30 police officers, including dog 
handlers, swooped on the former nuclear 
bunker site, in the shadow of the Kinver 
Edge, at Wolverley. 

Hydroponic 

They discovered a network of hydroponic 
equipment, including heating, lighting and 
ventilation fans, as well as the plants, when 
they swooped at around 9am on November 
27. 

Earlier, officers from West Mercia and 
Warwickshire Police executed a search 
warrant in a dawn swoop on an address in 
Kidderminster, where a 45-year-old man 
was arrested on suspicion of money launder¬ 
ing and being concerned in the production 
and supply of controlled drugs. 

A quantity of cash was also seized at that 


property. He has been released on police bail 
until the New Year. 

North Worcestershire police Superinten¬ 
dent Kevin Purcell said: “While executing 
the warrant at Drakelow Tunnels we discov¬ 
ered a large and sophisticated cannabis 
growing operation and although the plants 
will need to be tested it would appear that 
this seizure has prevented a large quantity 
of illegal drugs ending up on the streets. 
That in itself is a very positive outcome.” 

The tunnels have for decades housed dark 
secrets - from being a mysterious govern¬ 
ment nuclear bunker to, more recently, 
hosting ghost hunts in the dead of night. 

Drakelow Tunnels were used to manufac¬ 
ture machine parts during the Second World 
War and during the Cold War the site was 
designated a centre for local government 
leaders in the event of a nuclear attack. 

Workers from Western Power dug up and 
disconnected a suspected illegal electricity 
supply to the tunnels complex.

NOW there is a new 
chapter to go down in the 
folklore of the mysteri¬ 
ous Drakelow Tunnels. 

The vast network of 
tunnels beneath Kingsford 
Country Park, on the fringe 
of Kinver Edge, has been 
uncovered as a drug farm. 

Neighbours in Drakelow 
Lane, Wolverley, have been 
shocked. One woman, who 
did not wish to be named, 
said: “A neighbour phoned 
me about 9.30am and asked 
what I’d been up to as there 
were police down the lane. 

“Then I saw police and 
dogs, a riot van, four or five 
marked cars, four unmarked 
cars and police racing 
around the compound. A guy 
from the electricity company 
then knocked at the door 
and said someone had been 
up to no good in the 
tunnels - they’d been 
growing cannabis.” 

Drakelow Tunnels used to 
be a manufacturing base for 
machine parts during the 
Second World War and was 
designated a ‘regional seat 
of government’ in the event 
of nuclear attack during the 
Cold War. 

Glimpse 

In a rare glimpse behind 
the scenes given to The 
Chronicle’s sister newspa¬ 
per the Express & Star at the 
tunnels recently, electrical 
vehicles used to move com¬ 
ponents could still be seen, 
as well as a sickbay and a 
security booth. 

Close by is the ‘BBC 
Room’, from which broad¬ 
casts would have been made 
telling people what was hap¬ 
pening after a nuclear 
attack. A control desk is still 
in place, along with tele¬ 
phones from the 1960s and 
1980s. 

The tunnels were 
designed by Sir Alexander 
Gibb and Partners and were 
excavated from the sand¬ 
stone hills. 

It was to be a factory for 
the Rover company, who 
were manufacturing 

engines for use in the war 
effort. Construction work 
began in June 1941 but full 
production did not start at 
the complex until May 1943. 
It cost more than £1 million 
to complete. 

During the 1950s, the site 
was used by the Ministry of 
Supply for storage. The site 
was decommissioned during 
the early 1990s and sold. 

Plans have been submit¬ 
ted by the company Quercus 
Ilex SA to create a museum 
and gift shop and to build six 
new homes in the grounds.

AN EERIE silence befalls the 
old street of the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

A dishevelled-looking man shambles 
along the pavement, briefly colliding 
with a lamp post before continuing his 
progress. The driver of a burgundy 
Morris Traveller revs the engine 
before driving down the embankment 
- a clapperboard slams shut and 
normal chatter resumes. 

Filming for a second series of the 
BBC1 crime drama WPC56 was taking 
place at the Dudley museum this week, 
eight months after the show first went 
on air in March. 

Actress Jennie Jacques, who plays 
the lead role of WPc Gina Dawson, and 
Charles De’ath who as Sgt Sidney 
Fenton is her on-screen nemesis, were 
among the cast members filming 


scenes in the museum’s 1930s-style 
street. Scenes were also filmed along 
the museum’s canal arm, with the 
familiar cast-iron bridge forming the 
backdrop. 

Series producer Mike Hobson 
described the museum as the ‘Mid¬ 
lands own Hollywood back lot’,saying 
he hoped people would enjoy seeing 
familiar locations when the show airs. 

Sexist 

WPC56 is set in the fictitious West 
Midland town of Brinford in the mid- 
1950s, where Gina Dawson is the first 
female officer in the local police force, 
and has to deal with sexist attitudes of 
colleagues, Sgt Fenton in particular. 

De’ath, who plays Fenton, said it was 
wonderful being back at the museum 
again, having not only been at the 


attraction for the filming of the first 
series, but also in a film which was 
made at the museum in the 1990s. 

“I was here about 20 years ago when 
I appeared in a film called the Feast of 
July, a Merchant Ivory period drama,” 
he said. “It is a wonderful place, and it 
has grown so much since then, there is 
so much more here now. 

“I love being in the West Midlands, 
the people are so friendly.” 

In recent years the museum has 
been used as a location for a number of 
period dramas, most notably the recent 
gangster series Peaky Blinders, and 
also jazz-age murder mystery Dancing 
on the Edge, which starred Hollywood 
actors Jacqueline Bisset, Anthony 
Head and John Goodman.

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Police bust £im Black Country drug connection 


THEIR intention was to flood 
the streets with cocaine. 

But now members of two crime gangs 
have been jailed after being caught ship¬ 
ping the class A drug across the Mid¬ 
lands. 

A total of 11 people, including five from 
the Black Country, have been convicted 
over the conspiracy which involved the 
distribution of high-purity cocaine. 

The £1 million conspiracy was headed 
by Ilir Vogli, an Albanian national living 
in Rubery, and his second-in-command 
Graham Hurry from Norton, Stour¬ 
bridge. They, along with associates 
Martin Brannigan from Smethwick, and 
Vogli’s brother-in-law Bernard Hopson 
from Brier ley Hill, formed a supply link 
with a Derbyshire gang. 

A police investigation was launched in 


April 2012 and three deliveries of cocaine 
were intercepted. It was estimated that, 
based on the likely number of deliveries 
during the conspiracy which dated back 
to 2009, and by cutting it with other sub¬ 
stances, the drugs could have had a street 
value of more than £lm. Once delivered 
to the East Midlands, the drug was dis¬ 
tributed by the second group. 

Sentenced 

All 11 had earlier pleaded guilty to the 
charges against them at Derby Crown 
Court. They were sentenced at Notting¬ 
ham Crown Court. 

Ilir Vogli, 40, from Barrington Road, 
Rubery, was sentenced to 10 years and 
eight months in prison. Graham Hurry, 
42, of Elm Close, Norton, was jailed for 10 
years. Martin Brannigan, 36, of Adden- 
brooke Road, Smethwick, got seven years 


and four months. Bernard Hopson, 32, of 
Station Road, Brierley Hill, also received 
seven years and four months. 

Kevin Brannigan, 40, of Florence 
Road, West Bromwich, was sentenced to 
two years, suspended for 12 months. 
Jade Docherty, 28, of Station Road, Brier- 
ley Hill, was sentenced to 18 months, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months. Wesley Craddock, 
33, of Barnes Hill, Weoley Castle, got 22 
months. 

Of those in the East Midlands, Jason 
Wood, 33, of Clyde Street, Hilton, was 
jailed for nine years and four months; 
Khurrum Shezad, 28, of Reginald Street, 
Derby, seven years and eight months; 
Matthew Andrew, 25, of Clay Barn, 
Maplebeck, seven years and four months; 
and Daniel Atkinson, 24, of Far Back 
Lane, Farnsfield, five years and four 
months.

Community order 
for postman who 
viewed child porn 


A PAEDOPHILE postman who was found 
looking at indecent images of children on his 
computer when police raided his home has 
been handed a three-year community order. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that John Small- 
man, aged 54, downloaded thousands of indecent images of 
children after responding to a website advert offering DVDs 
featuring child abuse in June 2011. 

When police raided his home in Eveson Road in Norton, 
Stourbridge, on August 3 last year they found him looking 
at child porn images on a computer in his study. 

Ms Rhiannon Jones, pros¬ 
ecuting said: “When Mr 
Smallman answered the 
door officers could see 
through into his study room 
where indecent images of 
children were visible on his 
computer screen.” 

Extreme 


Pervert had 
images on 
his phone 


A PERVERT downloaded 
indecent images of children 
on to his phone within days 
of being freed from jail. 

Anthony Hackett from 
Adnam, Stourbridge, had 
been given a suspended 
prison sentence for a similar 
offence in January 2012 but 
was locked up for 18 weeks 
in February this year after 
twice breaking the condi¬ 
tions of the punishment, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

Release 

Police went to the 37- 
year-old’s home days after 
his release to check if terms 
of his Sexual Offences Pre¬ 
vention Order were being 
obeyed. They checked his 
mobile and discovered 18 
indecent images of children 
including two from the 
second most serious cate¬ 
gory, said Mr Harinderval 
Dhami, prosecuting. 

Mr Julian Harris, defend¬ 
ing, said: “The defendant 
has a thoroughly miserable 
life and does not present a 
high risk of harm. 

“His addiction to alcohol 
means that he has very few 
friends.” 

Hackett pleaded guilty to 
making indecent images of 
children between June 25 
and 29 and was jailed for 12 
months by Judge Martin 
Walsh who told him: “This is 
not a victimless crime. 

“These are real children 
being subjected to real 
abuse.” 


The court heard police 
seized his computer, two 
laptops and a number of 
DVDs, which they found to 
contain almost 5,000 inde¬ 
cent images and films of chil¬ 
dren, of which 59 were the 
most extreme category. 

His internet search 
history revealed he had been 
seeking indecent images. 

When questioned by offi¬ 
cers Smallman told them he 
had used a camcorder to 
record images of abuse from 
his computer and copy them 
onto DVDs. 

Mr Andrew Baker, defend¬ 
ing, said Smallman led an 
unhappy home life and had 
attempted to kill himself in 
the months after his arrest. 

“He was brutally frank in 
his admission of guilt to the 
police and admitted he had 
received gratification from 
the material,” added Mr 
Baker. 

Smallman pleaded guilty 
to 25 counts of possessing 
indecent images of children. 

Judge John Warner told 
him that he needed to work 
with the probation service: 
“You knew clearly what you 
were doing was wrong and 
you deliberately sought to 
access certain websites. 

“You are addicted to child 
sex but I think you are 
someone with whom the 
Probation Service can work 
with.” 

Smallman was instructed 
to attend a treatment pro¬ 
gramme for sex offenders. 


GP hub takes shape 



The £8.5m health centre takes shape on the foundry site 

IT WAS the birthplace of the first steam engine to 
run on rails in America. And now a famous Stour¬ 
bridge foundry is nearing the start of the next 
chapter in its history. 

Work to convert the derelict former Foster, Rastrick and 
Company plant into an £8.5 million health centre, serving 
26,000 patients, began in October last year. 

The restoration of the Grade II listed foundry building is 
on track to be completed in the spring. 

The site is famed across the globe as being where the 
Stourbridge Lion steam engine was built. But the building 
had long been a magnet for vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour. 

A clean-up of the former foundry had to be carried out 
with unwanted items removed from within the building 
ahead of conversion work getting under way. 

Once completed, the health centre will combine both the 
historic site and a more modern building. 

Project 

The project is being run by Worcester Street Medical 
Practice in partnership with Primary Health Properties 
Pic. 

Bosses at the practice said they were ‘delighted’ with the 
progress being made. They are currently working with the 
council and transport companies to finalise details about 
bus routes to the new surgery. 

Ward councillor Ian Marrey said: “I’ve seen it going up 
and it’s a nice building. It’s going to a great medical prac¬ 
tice.” 

When it opens to patients, the centre, off Lowndes Road, 
will offer a full range of medical services with room for up 
to 10 GPs. 

It will also have an enhanced nursing suite, minor oper¬ 
ations theatre and a gym and rehabilitation area. 

Other services will be provided at the centre including a 
pharmacy and there will also be a base for community 
health staff. 

Residents have been calling for action to restore the site 
for years. 

It has been entered on English Heritage’s Buildings at 
Risk register, the 13th time it has appeared on the list. The 
site has been classified as ‘poor’. 


New dawn for site of 150 homes 


ROAD names have been announced 
for a development of 150 homes being 
built in the West Midlands. 

Taylor Wimpey is building the 
properties on land at Sunrise Busi¬ 
ness Park in Wollaston, Stourbridge. 

Under the scheme 129 three and 
four bedroom two-storey houses will 
be built along with 21 two-bedroom 
apartments in one three-storey block 
on the site off High Street. 


The site, which has now been 
cleared, was previously home to 
Sunrise Medical Ltd, which relocated 
to Thorns Road, Brierley Hill. 

Six road names for the site are Nash 
Gardens, Hyde Mill Drive, Fussell 
Way, Aurora Gardens, Dawn Close 
and Morrow Way. 

The names Aurora, Dawn and 
Morrow are inspired by the previous 
owners Sunrise Medical. 


Ward councillors have been con¬ 
sulted on the proposals. So far, there 
have been no objections. 

Work began in August on the 
scheme which is expected to take 
around three and a half years. 

There will also be 354 parking 
spaces around the site. 

The two halves of the development 
will be connected by a new bridge 
across the River Stour.

Nurse’s gift of life to niece 



Nurse Maudie McHardy, a nurse in Dudley, gave one of her kidneys to her 19-year old niece Maria from Malta, after 
becoming heartbroken over her suffering after a previous transplant from an unknown donor failed 


MAUDIE McHardy could not bear 
the heartbreak of seeing her 
orphaned niece suffer - so the 
Dudley nurse gave the gift of life 
by donating one of her own 
kidneys to save her. 

Maudie, a leading nurse at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital, endured a four- 
hour operation, five days on a ward and 
three weeks recovering at home - all 
for the love of 19-year-old Maria Agius. 
She says it was the ‘best thing I ever 
did’. 

Family 

Maria’s family has been hit by a 
kidney disease that killed her brother, 
Darren, when he was five. The stress of 
the loss of their son and their daugh¬ 


ter’s illness led to the deaths of both 
Maria’s mother, Lucienne, aged 32, 
who was Maudie’s sister, and her 
father Pawlu, 31. Mrs Agius died in 
2002, two years after her husband. 

Maudie, who was brought up in 
Malta, says it demonstrates the toll 
that such an illness can take on a 
family. 

Maria had been on kidney dialysis 
for 15 years after a previous attempt at 
a transplant with a stranger’s organ 
failed. 

Maudie, 55, of Stafford, who is occu¬ 
pational health nurse manager for The 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, 
said: “As the years went on I became 
more and more sure that giving Maria 
one of my kidneys was the right thing 
to do. Every visit to Malta to visit 


Maria left me heartbroken, everything 
she did was so restricted and she could¬ 
n’t enjoy her life like other children her 
age. 

“Her condition meant that she 
always felt tired, worn out and 
exhausted. Her growth was stunted, 
she had to constantly monitor her food 
and drink intake and she was con¬ 
stantly on dialysis. Maria tried her best 
to not let it get in her way but there 
were lots of things she simply couldn’t 
do.” 

Maria, who has a rare genetic condi¬ 
tion, had the transplant at Guy’s Hos¬ 
pital, London. She said: “I have to take 
anti-rejection drugs for the rest of my 
life. But my life has changed com¬ 
pletely for the better and I will be 
forever grateful to my auntie!”

Suspended sentence for vandal Creagan Piesley 


STUNNED passengers caught up in a traffic 
jam looked on in dismay as a brazen graffiti 
vandal daubed their coach with ‘tags’. 

Prolific graffiti scrawler Creagan Piesley got out his 
marker pen and spray paint to deface the vehicle as it 
crawled along Worcester Street, Stourbridge, in heavy 


traffic. 

As members of the public 
also reported fresh graffiti 
on the walls of the nearby 
New Road subway, leading 
to Market Street, police offi¬ 
cers gave chase on foot. 

And they soon caught up 
with 20-year-old Piesley, 
who was already under a 
Crasbo - Criminal Antiso¬ 
cial Behaviour Order. 

This banned him from 
carrying ‘graffiti tools’ in 
public. 

At the time he was 
arrested, Piesley, of Hedge- 
field Grove, Colley Gate, was 
also already accused of 
daubing graffiti on door 
shutters at an architectural 
shop in Long Lane, Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Damage 

When he appeared before 
Dudley magistrates on 
Friday he admitted charges 
of criminal damage to the 
coach in Stourbridge on 
October 4 and to the shop 
called Inspired in Long 
Lane, Halesowen, on August 
31. 

He also admitted two 
charges of breaching a two- 
year Crasbo, which was 
imposed on him in Novem¬ 
ber 2011 for shoplifting and 
criminal damage. 

He had originally denied

the latest offences but 
changed his plea. 

Dudley magistrates gave 
him a five-month detention 
sentence, suspended for two 
years, warning him that if he 
did not stop daubing graffiti 
he would end up in prison. 

He was also handed a new, 
two-year Crasbo, banning 
him from carrying marker 
pens, spray paint or shoe 
polish, and ordered to carry 
out 100 hours of unpaid 
community work. 

Dudley South Police 
Inspector Dez Lambert said 
much of Piesley’s ‘commu¬ 
nity payback’ would be 
spent scrubbing graffiti 
from property in Halesowen 
and Stourbridge. 

It is also plain that Piesley 
was certainly no Banksy, the 
celebrated graffiti artist. 

Insp Lambert said: “We’re 
not talking about creative, 
aesthetically-appealing 
artwork. This is criminal 
damage, which is upsetting 
residents and leaving them 
with hefty repair bills. 

“Piesley’s was the latest 
in a series of graffiti attacks 
that the council estimates 
has cost them £6,000 on top 
of all the damage to private 
property.”

Snow forecast? Then the Peugeot 2008 
could just be the affordable answer 


Drive time

JUST a few months after being 
impressed on the launch of the 
Peugeot 2008,1 took another look and 
again came away with a good feeling 
about this new arrival. 

On test was the 2008 Feeline 1.6 e-HDi 115 
version and I was so taken with the option I have 
already recommended it to a relative looking to 
buy. 

This 2008 is a real money saving alternative for 
those seeking the assurance of four wheel drive 
performance because it comes completes with 
Peugeot’s superb new “grip control” as standard. 

This system optimises traction in poor grip 
conditions and puts this crossover into a different 
league when combined with the 165mm ground 
clearance and advanced traction control. The 
system works because grip control transfers 
torque to the tyre with the most grip in a scrab¬ 


bling manner allowing the 2008 to even negotiate 
a ski slope. It comes as standard with Allure and 
Feline trims, or is a £300 extra on lower-spec 
models. 

The SUV crossover currently occupies less 
than seven per cent of the European B-segment 
but this is just the type of vehicle to see sales 
spiral upwards. 

The challenge to all producers in this sector is 
to provide something distinctive and Peugeot 
have got things just right. Not only does the 2008 
have the cutting edge with the new “grip” system 
but it also has winning looks too. 

Scrabbling 

Inside Peugot has developed a new look too 
with the fascia capping covered in a silky material 
and a brilliant aircraft style handbrake situated 
close to the easy-to-handle grip control system. 

The 2008 shares 67 per cent of its underbody 
with the 208 hatchback but has longer body over¬ 
hangs. It’s 200mm longer, 96mm taller and 
25mm as well as 162mm more ground clearance. 
If you are a driver needing lots of rear room then 
the 2008 should be on your radar. While the rear 
seating isn’t the most comfortable in the sector 
everything folds completely flat to offer 1,194 
litres of space. All versions get ESP as well as 


anti-skid, stability control, emergency braking 
and electronic brakeforce distribution. All round 
air bags are standard. 

There are four badge levels, Access, Active, 
Allure and Feline, a choice of eight colours and a 
comprehensive range of petrol, diesel and e-HDi 
engines. 

The 1.6e-HDi 115 Feline had a top speed of 
117mph and 0-62mph in 10.4 seconds and a stop- 
start system. Running costs are low, emissions 
are impressive at just 106g/km and there are 
remarkable fuel consumption figures of 70.6mpg 
on the combined cycle. 

Many models in the B-sector demonstrate a lot 
of body roll on the open road and the Peugeot is 
no exception but things weren’t as bad as 
expected. 

For a crossover the 2008 was actually fun to 
drive with a comfortable driving position and 
plenty of steering wheel height and reach adjust¬ 
ment. 

For those needing the security of being able to 
cope with the snow or tricky conditions without 
the cost of four wheel drive this Peugeot may be 
the answer.
